BELGIANS’ DRIVE GAINING. 


Carry First Two Enemy Defense Lines; 
Advance Three and Half Miles. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—In their attack today between Ypres and Dix- 
mnde the Belgians made an advance of more than three and a half miles, 
taking 4000 prisoners. 

The official communication from 
Belgian headquarters tonight says: 

“We attacked this morning be- 
tween Dixmude and north of Ypres 
after violent artillery preparation in 
co-operation with French and Brit- 
ish batteries. . 

“The British fleet bombarded the 
enemy coastal defenses and points 
of communication. The Beigian and 
British infantry then advanced and 
attacked the position. We cap- 
tured all the organized lines of de- 
tense in the first position. Crossing 
this, we carried the second position, 
which was, strongly organized. 

“Despite the resistance and yain 
counter-attacks against the Staden 
railway, we captured the whole 
forest of Houtholst. 

“We captured territory to the line 
of Woumen, Pierkenshoek, Schaerp, 
Balllte and Broodseyende. 

“The advance amounted to more 
than six kilometers and 4000 prison- 


ers were taken by the Belgians. The 
booty, which has not yet been count- 
ed, includes a complete battery, 
other heavy caliber guns and impor- 
tant material... The number of dead 
bodies in the field shows the extent 
of the enemy losses.”

MURDOCK’S APPOINTMENT MAY

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Senate 
and House conferees on the food 
production bill reached a partial 
agreement today by which the Sen- 
ate tentatively agreed to recede from 
an amendment giving the Secretary 
of the Interior the right to lease for 
the government mineral claims lo- 
cated on Indian lands. Other pro- 
visions, including the Gore amend- 
ment prohibiting the use of foreign 
substances in animal feed, were dis- 
cussed but no agreement reached. 

House managers of the confer- 
ence opposed the amendment by 
Senator Jones of Washington amend- 
ing the war finance corporation act 
so as to increase authority for loan- 
ing money to farmers, but the Sen- 
ate managers insisted that it be re- 
tained. 

Indications of a fight against the 
reappointment of Victor Murdock as 
a member of the Federal Trade 
Commission became apparent at an 
executive session of the Senate to- 
day at which the nomination was 
called up. At the request of Sena- 
tors Smoot of Utah and Sherman of 
Illinois, Republicans, consideration 
of the nomination was temporarily 
postponed. Both Senators an- 
nounced that they desired to discuss 
the appointment. 

Frequent calls for a quorum in 
the House today held up progress 
on the administration emergency 
power bill.

terday the great forward movement 
began to extend miles in depth. The 
irresistible momentum of the well 
ordered masseg streaming along the 
roads seemed to carry a pressure 
which the Germans could not stem. 

lt was not surprising, therefore, 
to hear that all the objectives of 
the day were obtained, which meant 
that the British had gone forward 
to an extreme depth of about five 
miles through a most fofmidabdie 
and intricate network of defenses. 
So remarkable was the British 
progress that not only field batteries 
but heavy sixty-pounders were 
brought up to the western fringe of 
Bourlon Wood and were raking it 
before the enemy had completed 
the withdrawal of his rear guard. 

Converging tactics worked ad- 
mirably and in several places strong 
bodies of Germans were reported 
“facing the wrong way” which 
meant that the British had worked 
around behind them unnoticed. 

Tanks played a very useful. part 
in cleaning out the machine-gun in- 
fested thickets of Quarry Wood and 
in putting down an attempt at 
street fighting in Bourlon village 
In the region of Graincourt, west 
Cambrai, the Hindenburg line was 
most heavily held. 

The appearance of American in- 
fantry in the southern part of the 
battlefield must have been an un- 
welcome surprise to the Germans 
who doubtless hardly expected to 
encounter any of these overseas 
troops so far from the Woevre. 

The British captures of guns are 
likely to make a considerable show- 
ing. notwithstanding the fact that 
the enemy had been withdrawing 
his artillery without much regard 
for the protection of his infantry. 
Apparently the officers in charge of 
the German batteries did not always 
remember to look over their 
shoulders from time to time to see 
what was close behind them. 


BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 28.—(Havas via 
Montreal.) — British forces adopted a 
novel method in fording the Canal 
du Nord tn their drive northwest of 
Cambrai. The waterway is a for- 
midable obstacle, 125 feet wide and 
45 feet deep, and could only be 
crossed at three points. 

The Canadians since early in the 
month had held a bridgehead at 
Marquion. The British acquired a 
second bridgehead at Havrincourt, It 
remained to find a method of cross- 
ing the canal in the center of the 
attack in the direction of Moeuvres, 
where there was no bridgehead. 

The artillery by dawn had de- 
stroyed the masonry banks of the 
canal, Then several superannuated 
tanks, on the top of which was neces- 
sary gear for the construction of 
bridges, were launched into the 
chasm. Fighting tanks crossed the 
cinal over the backs of tanks in the 
bie ditch. 

At Marquion and Havrincourt the 
canal was crossed in the most gal- 
lant manner, as the bridgeheads 
were under fire. The whole opera- 
tion made necessary days of pre- 
liminary work in order to make it a 
success. 

Picked men entrusted with the 
delicate and dangerous task included 
Canadians, a naval brigade, the Scots 
and Guards. Enemy forces confront- 
lag them consisted of nine divisions. 


CANADIAN ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN FRANCE, Sept. 28.—(By 
the Canadian Press.) — Having 
crovsed the Canal du Nord and suc- 
ceesfully stormed the famous Bour- 
lon Wood, the Canradiin corps 
pressed on today in a continuation 
of the drive between Doual and 
Cambral. The Canadians yesterday 
performed brilliantly in forcing their 
Way over the canal and in capturing 
Bourlon Wood, 


The Canadians attacked on a line 
from a little south of Sauchy- 
Cauchy. The first impediment was 
* String of strong enemy posts west 
of the canal, which is partly dry in 
thie area. Then the Canadians had 
to go through a formidable trench 
stem well protected by wire and 
then across the canal before they 
reached the slopes of Bourlon Wood. 

While a large force was making 
the frontal attack, another large 
evutingent made a wide turning 
movement against the enemy pos!- 
tions further north. They crossed 
the canal northeast of Inchy-en-Ar- 
toils and then turned north, taking 
the German defense in the flank all 
along the eastern bank of the canal. 
Thus the position which the enemy 
believed impregnable by a frontal! at- 
tack was turned and captured at a 
relatively small loss to the Cane 
ans. Tanks assisted in the opera- 
tion, and Canadian and British gun- 
ners prepared the way by a tre- 
mendous barrage. 

The fighting of the Canadians was 
featured by the excellent work of 
new reinforcements, who had been 
brought up during the last week. 
Many of these were one-year men, 
but they quickly caught the spirit of 
the Canadian corps, and their com- 
mander was loud in their praise. 
The veterans of the battles of 
Amiens and Arras also were at “top 
form” on Friday. 


LONDON, Sept. 28.—English and 
Canadian troops faced a most for- 
midable problem at the first step oi 
their assault this morning, says the 
correspondent of the Mall, telegraph- 
lug from tue front and describing 
the passage over the Canal du Nord, 
west of Cambral. 


Only between Inchy and Moeuvres 
was it possible to cross the canal. 
Even in this restricted sector there 
was only a small frontage over which 
the British could fling their col- 
umns to come in direct touch with 
the enemy. A great part of the 
British troops participating in the 
attack had to pass through this nar- 
row doorway. Along this front the 
Germans had not withdrawn their 
field guns as they had further south. 

Several attacks and a continuous 
bombardment of the canal at 
Moeuvres proved that the enemy had 
a full understanding of the situation. 
More than this, he put his best di- 
vision, the Sixth Brandenburgers, to 
hold the fort. 

Acquaintance with the bottleneck 
through which the British troops 
had to defile before they entered 
Inte the greater battle made the 
waiting moments very tense. The 
effect of a sudden German barrage 
was not good to anticipate, but as 
the moments passed the scattered 
Uring of the German guns grew not 
at all in volume and when the final 
moment came the German shells 
were still inconspicuous.

This 
series of successes broucht the Brit- 
ish troops from Ribecourt, on the 
south, to Bourlon Wood, on the 
north, into a more or less straight 
and simple formation and the in- 
itial phase of battle was over.

The center group from Lake Doi- 
ran to Cerna was supplied mainly 
by the Vardar Valley railway and us 
communications ran through Vol 
to Uskub. 

The right group, which extended 
from Cerna, past Monastir to Lake 
Okbaida, was based on Kirchevo, 
Which lies forty miles northwest of 
Monastir and is connected by rail 
through Tetovo and Uskub, 

The Serbian attack has completely 
driven in and defeated the center 
group and the two outer groups 
have had in consequence to fall 
back. Lateral communication be- 
tween the left and center groups 
was elther down the Strumnitze and 
Vardar Valley or by way of Ishtip. 


GROUPS SEPARATED. 


The Serbians have been for some 
time in control of the Vardar Valley 
as far as Gradske and now have oc- 
cupied both Veles and Ishtip so that 
the left Bulgarian group is for the 
present separated from the central 
group. The center group could keep 
up communication with the right 
kroup by way of Prilep and Babuna 
Pass, but the French have occupied 
Prilep and the Serbians have cap- 
tured Popadya Mountain, one of the 
main heights of Babuna range, and 
their cavalry has entered Isver in 
the Babuna Valley, the northern end 
of which is the control at Veles. 

The result of this is that the right 
group now can retire by one road. 
on Kircheve and is completely sepa- 
rated from the center group by the 
Karadjitse Mountains. 

The three groups can only reunite 
if the center group, which has been 
retiring in such disorder before the 
Serbians manages to check the ad- 
vance of our Allles up the Vardar 
Valley and to cover Uskub. 


RACE FOR USKUB. 


The Serolans are already consid- 
erably nearer to Uskub than ts the 
Bulgarian right group, and it the 
Serbians get there first thep the right 
group will be cut off altogether from 
the railways and will have to find 
ite way through the mountains as 
best it may without any prospect of 
being supplied with either food or 
munitions. 

We may be qr'tte certain that both 
the Bulgarians themselves and their 
friends realize the critical situation 
in which their right has been placed 
by the collapse of their center, and 
that they are doing everything that 
is possible to rush up troops to cover 
Uskub, which is connected by rall- 
way both with Nish and with Sofa. 

Equally we must bear in mind 
that the Serbianse have pushed 
ahead so rapidly that they are now 
a long way from their railways and 
though they probably make smaller 
demands upon their commissariat 
than do their Allies and can fight 
well on a ration which would mean 
starvation to a British soldier, yet 
they must have food and ammuni- 
tion. Therefore Uskub is one of 
thrilling interest and is pregnant 
with great possibilities. 

BRITISH SHARE. 


We have at last heard more about 
the share of our own troops in 
these operations. It appears that 
on the 18th and 19th we and the 
Greek troops attacked the enemy's 
positions on either side of Lake 
Doiran in force. These positions 
are extraordinarily strong, as the 
enemy occupied tiers of trenches in 
the hills which completely domi 
nated our lines. The Bulgars must 
therefore have been able to see ev- 
eryvthing that we were doing. 

The fighting appears to have been 
very severe, for the Bulgars are 
said to have made a determined 
resistance and to have lost very 
heavily. Our attack against the 
enemy's main positions east of the 
lake appears to have failed, but 
west of the lake we met with re 
suceess, though we could not hold 
all the ground we had won. 

Our troops have obviously had 
very hard tasks and even if they did 
not at once achieve much success 
they have contributed very ma- 
terlally to the result in keeping the 
enemy east of the Vardar fully oc- 
cupled and in preventing him from 
giving away his reserves to oppese 
the Serbians. 

REWARD IS SURE. 

It is a pity that we were not told 
about this fighting before. Reports 
which we have hitherto received left 
us completely in the dark as to 
whether we merely made a demon- 
stration or had undertaken a seri- 
ous attack, and we were quite unable 
t appreciate the part which our 
men have played. They are now re- 
warded for their important, but 
somewhat thankless work by having 
the enemy’s most formidable posi- 
tions in their hands and they are 
advancing against the right of the 
Bulgarian left group which is prob- 
ably by now posted in the formid- 
able Belashemza range. This range 
our men have already turned at 
Kosturino gap. At its western end 
they have crossed the frontier and 
entered Bulgaria. We should there- 
fore soon have news of their entry 
into the town of Strumnitza. The 
most promising factor in the situa- 
tion is the apparent breakdown ot 
the morale of the Bulgarian army. 
Tt has falled to stand the test of a 
reverse, and that being so anything 
may happen. 

The Bulgarians have been fight- 
ing almost continuously for six 
years and it is not surprising that 
they should be sick of war and 
thinking only of their homes and 
ferme. What its surprising is that 
the fighting spirit of the Serbian 
army, which has been fighting just 
as long, but more continuously, and 
under far more trying conditions, 
should have deen so splendidly 
maintained.

ASKS FOR REPORT ON 
BEE-STUNG SOLDIERS. 


SUFFERING OF MEN IN KHAKI 
IS NOT ALL CAUSED BY WAR 
CONDITIONS. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

CAMP KEARNY, Sept. 28.—Al- 
though it had been reported unof- 
ficially that today there would be 
ordered a quarantine at this camp 
as a precautionary measure to pre- 
vent the spread of Spanish influenza 
among the several thousand troops 
in training here, none was estab- 
lished. At the same time it was 
announced that the number of ob- 
servation cases of suspected in- 
fluenza had decreased in the last 
twenty-four hours from eleven to 
five. 

Lieut.-Col. M. P. Ravenel, camp 
surgeon, said today that there were 
no cases of true Spanish influanza 
in the camp. He added that every 
precaution was being taken to pre- 
vent its getting a foothold among 
the men of the division, and that 
stringent measures would be tak- 
en to maintain the good health vf 
the men. Officers and men were 
especially glad that today was a 
liberty day for practically all in 
camp.

VOTES IN THE SENATE. | 


FACES DEFEAT IF PRESSED TO 
A VOTE; LEADERS ADMIT 
LACK OF SUPPORT. 


(BY A r. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—With 


certain defeat or withdrawal ad- 
mitted to be the only present al- 
ternatives, the House resolution pro- 
posing submission to the States of 
the Susan B. Anthony equal suffrage 
amendment furnished another sharp, 
but brief, fight in the Senate today, 
and then went over until Monday. 

In the meantime conferences will 
be held between its supporters to de- 
cide whether on Monday it shall be 
brought to vote, with defeat appar- 
entiy assured, or again be laid aside 
indefinitely. 

Facing a filibuster, begun today by 
opponents of the resolution, loss of 
the vote of Senator Benet of South 
Carolina, formerly counted among 
the supporters, but who today an- 
nounced he would vote in the nega- 
live, and absence of many Senators 
supporting the resolution, the wom- 
an suffrage forces were on the de- 
fensive. 

That the opposition ifs strong 
enough to defeat the resolution was 
conceded both by Senators Pittman 
of Nevada (Dem.) and Smoot of 
Ltah (Rep.,) who have worked ac- 
tively in its behalf. 

Chairman Jones of the Woman 
Suffrage Committee, did not formal- 
ly concede defeat, butfaid he would 
consider between now and Monday 
what course should be taken. The 
resolution may be brought to a vote 
for the purpose of providing a rec- 
ord for the November elections, ‘or 
withdrawn for several weeks. 

Virtually all of its supporters to- 
night privately admitted that not 
enough votes can be mustered now 
for its adoption.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Since the 


first gasless“ Sundays ten cargo 
boats carrying 
gasoline, which otherwise could 
have been shipepd, have been sent 
to France from the United States, 
declared Mark L. Requa, director of 
the ofl dirision of the United 
States Fuel Administration, in an 
address here tonight before hvr- 
dreds of manufacturers and en- 
gineers pldged to conserve coal and 
fuel oil to help win the war. 

After Mating that “not less than 
25,000,000 barrels of crude oil more 
than the United States consumed 
last vear must be produced next 
year, a total of 365,000,000 barrels, 
or approximately 70 per cent. of 
the world’s entire output,” Mr. 
Requa said. 

“Every new destroyer will add to 
this amount: every airplane will 
use thirty gallons of gasoline per 
hour: every tank, motor truck and 
ambulance must have the products 
of petroleum and you must help in 
making these products available in 
ever-increasing quantities for ship- 
ment to France.” 

Quoting Senator Berenger of 
France, he declared that “on the 
battlefield, on the sea or in the air, 
a drop of petrol is equal to a drop 
of blood.” 

The manufacturers and engineers 
were told how to avold waste. Thou- 
sands of barrels of oll were wasted 
annually, it was said, by leaky 
joints and enginemen using gaso- 
line to cleanse their hands. 

Government inspectors, it was 
said, will visit all plants to see how 
efficiently coal and ofl are beirg 
used.

The prediction has been made 
many times in this column that the 
Allies would win the war some- 
where in the Balkans. The predic- 
tion seema to be coming to pass. 

The surrender of Buigaria means 
the end of everything for Germany. 
Lulgaria’s collapse is like opening 
the back door of the Central Pow- 
ers, 

If allowed to over Bul- 
Karlan territory, the Allies will be 
able to strike south into Turkey or 
north into Austria; or to march on 
across Bulgaria into the Ukraine 
and so on to the old east front. 

Among other things, the collapse 
of Bulgaria means the certain fall

to Thuesia.

BULGARS’ PEACE MOVE 
FORECAST OF HUN END. 


MUCH MORE THAN ADPMISSION 
OF DEFEAT, SAY LONDON 
NEWSPAPERS.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—The mill- 
tary correspondent of the Manches- 
ter Guardian says that the Bulgarian 
overtures for an armistice and peace 
are much more than an admission 
that Bulgarta is defeated; they ex- 
press her formal verdict that Ger- 
many has lost the war. 

“Bulgaria came into the War on 
the strength of her conviction that 
Germany was invincible,” says the 
correspondent. “When her front 
was broken through last week Bul- 
garia must have asked Germany 
und Austria what meesures they 
sould take to save her, and the pres- 
ent proposal of Bulgaria shows the 
character of the answer. 

Since the Allied attack in the 
Nalkane opened no Austrian troops 
have been reported on the Bulgarian 
front. Some Germans have been en- 
countered but they were there be- 
fore the present attack began. 

“Germany would willingly send 
such reinforcements as she could, 
but the Bulgarians have made up 
their minds they would be insuffi- 
went and would arrive too late and 
that Germany has lost the war in 
France. 

London morning newspapers while 
considering that an armistice is not 
a necessary preliminary t a discus- 
sion of peace, recognize the advan- 
tages of a separate peace with Pul- 
garia. They insist, however, on the 
carrying out of the Allied policy in 
the Balkans and the safeguarding 
of the interest of Serbia, Rumania 
and Greece.

OTHER’S PAY? 


A story of how one man assumed 
the identity of another and was not 
discovered for six months, although 
he worked among those who knew 
the other man, became known yee- 
terday when Ben Everett, a South- 
ern Pacific brakeman, was arraigned 
before Justice Forbes on a charge 
of having cashed two government 
pay checks which had been issued 
for another. 


According to Deputy District At- 
torney Hill, Everett has made a con- 
fession which shows that last June 
Ben Lee, a brakeman working on the 
Yuma and Tucson run, resigned in 


order to go East. A few weeks lat- 
er Everett, who is said strongly to 
resemble Lee, applied for “reinstate- 
ment under Lees name. He was 
“reinstated” and for several months 
worked Lee's old run. 

Last July the government, which 
had assumed control of the South- 
ern Pacific road, issued two back- 
pay checks for Lee, which came to 
Everett. According to the com- 
plaint, Everett came to Los Angeles 
and cashed these pay checks in Ver- 
non saloons. 

Justice Forbes after hearing the 
evidence bound Everett over to the 
Superior Court under $2500 bonds, 
in default of which Everett was 
committed to the County Jall.

“It will mean the reconstitution 
of Serbia,” says the Journal, “and 
therefore will compel the Central 
Powers to form another Danube 
front and return the territory taken 
from the KRumanians, which coun- 
try is beginning to think of revenge 
on Germany. Turkey, cut off from 
the Central Powers, will be oPMiged 
to thrown down her arms.” 

“It is not in accordance with our 
principles to enslave any race,“ 
says the Matin. It will suffice, then, 
for Bulgaria, after returning what 
she has stolen, to give us guarantees 
by demobilizing her army and plac- 
ing the control of her ralflroads in 
Allied hands.“ 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 20.—Ger- 
man and Austrian papers reflect ex- 
treme anxiety concerning the mill- 
tary situation, and especially the 
Bulgarian request for an armistice. 

The Neue Freie Presse of Vienna 
says Austria has taken all measures 
to make certain that reinforcements 
shall reach the scene of operations 
at the earliest moment and give the 
Bulgarian army the utmost support. 

ne Bulgarian forces driven 
back,” it says, “are getting In touch 
with our forces in Albania and have 
been removed from the control of 
the Bulgarian army command.

HEART ATTACK | 
TAKES PIONEER. 


Daniel Freeman Dies at Home 
in Inglewood. 


Was Once Owner of Immense 
Centinela Ranch. 
Figured Prominently in this 
City’s Business Life. 


Daniel Freeman, widely-known in 
Southern California, one-time own- 
er of the immense Centinela-Sausal 
Redondo Rancho, which stretchod 
from Inglewood to the sea, suc- 
cumbed to an attack of heart fail- 
ure early last evening at his home 
on Inglewood avenue, Inglewood. 
Arrangements for the funeral have 
not been made, but it will be 
strictly private, in accordance with 
his wish expressed on several occa- 
sions. 

Mr. Freeman was born in Nor- 
folk county, Ontario, Can., June 
30, 1837. His early life was spent 
there. After his school work he 
took up the study of law, and was 
admitted to practice in Canada. Ir. 
1873 he came to California, first 
locating at San Francisco; but after 
a general inspection of the State he 


decided to cast in his lot with South- 
ern California and his first move 
here was the purchase from sir 
Robert Burnett of the Centinel 


Sausal Redondo Rancho, comprisi 


approximately 25.000 acres of land. 
This rancho included the land on 
which there are now located the 
towns of Eli Segundo, Playa del Rey, 
Manhattan Beach and Hermosa 
Beach. + 

The lands were first used for an 
extensive sheep ranch, but Mr. Free- 
man was the first man in Southern 
California to engage in the exten- 
sive planting of wheat, and for a 
considerable time many acres of 
the great ranch were used for this 
purpose. 

Disposing of large sections of this 
property, Mr. Freeman invested his 
means in other properties, holding 
lands where Inglewood is now 1 
cated. For many years his home 
was an old adobe ranch house there, 
and tn 1891 hea erected a large res- 
dence which has since been main- 
tained as his home. In 1891 he 
erected a three-story brick building 
at Sixth and Spring streets, this city, 
long known as the Freeman block 
and where the building of the Los 
Angele#@™Trust and Savings Bank 
now stands. 

In 1892 he purchased the steamer 
Southern California. and 
the business of bringing coal from 
NRritish Columbia to this part of the 
State. Following this he engaged 
in brick-makine. and made the 
building materials for many of the 
business blocks on Spring street 
and Broadway. He was a referee 
in the old Temple estate, and fig-

IMPRESSIVE EXERCISES WILL 
INDUCT UNIT; OCCIDENTAL 
PLANS CEREMONY. 


Acting under War Department or- 
ders, the regular schedule of lec- 
tures and recitations will be sus- 
pended at the University of Southern 
California Tuesday morning at 9% 
o'clock to give right of way to 
solemn and impressive exercises sig- 
nalizing the induction of the large 
local unit of the Student Army 
Training Corps. 

Every candidate for the .A. T. C., 
whether he has taken his physical 
examination or not, is required to 
be present in front of the Liberal 
Arts Building promptly at 9. The 
exercises will be under the Com- 
mandant Koehler and Lieut. Ralph 
La Porte. Special features will be 
the reading of a telegraphic mes- 
sage from the President of the 
United States and a brief address by 
President George F. Bovard of the 
university. 

A large American flag will be 
raised, and will be saluted by all 
candidates, who will also take the 
oath of allegiance. 

Exercises similar to those to be 
conducted at U.S.C. will be held 
simultaneously at all educational in- 
stitutions having units of the S.A.

HULL IN 17 1-2 DAYS. 


WORLD'S RECORD SET AT ABER- 
DEEN WITH LAUNCHING 


OF SPEED VESSEL. 


A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

ABERDEEN (Wash.) Sept. 28.— 
Setting a new world’s record for 
wooden ship hull construction, the 
“speed ship“ Aberdeen is ready to- 
day for launching at the yards here 
of the Gray’s Harbor Motorship Cor- 
poration, having been built in sev- 
enteen and one-half days. 

Hun and superstructure are 96 
per cent., and machinery is 40 per 
cent. installed. 

The previous launching recoré 
was forty-seven days, set by a Port- 
land yard some months azo. 

The Aberdeen will be delivered to 
the gevernment complete within 
thirty days. The former record for 
completion was ninety-seven days. 
She is of 40900 tons, 290 feet long 
and 49-foot beam. 


NEWARK (N. J.) Sept. 28.—A 
world’s record for ship riveting was 
claimed here today by men employed 
oy the Submarine Boat Corporation, 
when fifty-seven gangs drove 27,820 
rivets into seven ships in eight hours 
—an average of 488 for each gang. 

OAKLAND, Sept. 28.—Men em- 
ployed in Oakland and Alameda 
shipyards worked the full day to- 
day, their decision to do so being 
arrived at as the result of receipt 
of a telegram from the Macy board 
urging that they work.

Republican Committeemen 
Denounced as Traitors. 


R. P. Benjamin Named State 
Chairman of Party. 


Given Power to Select Cam- 
paign Subcommittees. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 28.— 
Charles M Beckwith of Sacramento 
created a near panſe at the organiza- 
tion of the Republican State Certral 
Committee here today when he 
arose in the midst of a session that 
was as decorous as an tnaug"ral cere- 
mony and charged that the Repub- 
lican party waa betrayed two years 
ago and the Presidency lost by rea- 
son of traitorous action of members 
of the Republican State Central 
Committee. 

“Men sat in this committee two 
years ago,” charged Mr. Bechwith, 
“and gave lip fealty to Charles 
Evans Hughes. Then they went 
forth and by their votes and political 
activities delivered the State and the 
Presidency to the Democratic party. 
It has been intimated that men who 
are not loyal to our party nominee 
are sitting with us in council] today. 
As a loyal Republican I demand 
that every committeeman present 
now pledge his fealty to W. D. Ste- 
phens, the party nominee for Gov- 
ernor, or proceed forthwith to leave 
the hall. We demand 100 per cent. 
party loyalty. We must not suffer a 
second betrayal from the same 
source.” 

A silence of the desert fell over 
the hall. Every one present knew 
that the challenge was thrown dovn 
to members of the San Francisco 
delegation who were openly desert- 
ing Stephens for Bell on the wet and 
dry issue and to certain members of 
the old Johnson machine who are 
conducting a whispering campaign 
against the Republican nominee. 
Yet not one of them dared to accept 
the defi. No man walked out. 
man replied. The charge of be- 
trayal of Charles Evans Hughes by 
members of the Republican State 
Central Committee two years ago 
was not answered. 

After the session, Mr. Beckwith, 
who is a Sacramento attorney. said 
that he spoke advisedly and was pre- 
pared to name the traltors if his 
statement was challenged. 


CHESTER ROWELL SULES. 


While all else was harmonious on 
the surface there was an undercur- 
rent of resentment for the traitors 
of 18916. Chester Rowell, chairman 
of the committee two veare ag, did 
not muster enough strength to make 
a fight against the Stephens pro- 
gramme, which included naming Ray 
Benjamin of the Attorney-General's 
office as chairman. Learning that 
hia case was hopeless Rowell sulked 
in his tent and did not attend the 
session of the committee. 

None of Rowell's friends at- 
tempted to save his face vy having 
bim named as chairman of the Re- 
publican Executive Committee. His 
name appeared at the head of the 
list recommended by the 
committees on permanent organiza- 
tion. One of the Stephens men de- 
tected this and rose on a question of 
personal privilege to ask aa ‘to the 
precedent of having the first name 
on the Executive Committee act as 
chairman of that body.

While the wet and dry issue was 
not discussed in the session the dry 
forces were in full control. Ray 
Benjamin owes his selection as chair- 
man to the fact that he wrung al) 
the moisture out of his coat almost 
over night. in his address to the 
convention, however, Benjamin 
made a convincing appeal to the 
members of the committee for Re- 
publican harmony. He said that the 
list of the Executive Committee car- 
ries the names of former Republic- 
an leaders, who have not deen 
prominent in the councils of the par- 
ty for the last eight years. He said 
that the seed planted by Chairman 
Hays of the Republican National 
Committee had borne frult and that 
the unity is a harbinger of vietory. 

No olive branch was extended to 
the Rolph faction.

Tom Hughes and Joe Crall of Los 
Angeles were decorated as the suc- 
cessful genersis who had won the 
Republican somination for Gov.

BY LABOR ALLIANCE. 


SUPPORT OF WORKERS 
PLEDGED TO FIGHT BAT- 
TLE FOR DEMOCRACY.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28. — The 
American Alliance for Labor and 
Democracy, approved President Wil- 
gon’s speech opening the Liberty 
Loan campaign in a statement to- 
night declaring that “under such a 
banner as ours,-inscribed with such 
principles, no real Democrat and no 
true followers of labor's cause can 
remain inactive or continue In a po- 
sition of opposition.” 

The alliance asserted that the 
President's restatement of the prin- 
ciples of international justice “must 
bring fresh enthusiasm and vigor of

—nothing but complete triumph for 
democratic principles written into 
the world’s history by the deeds of 
all the world’s peoples in common 
concert.“

One month ago Bell was regarded 
as a negligible quantity in Demo- 


cratic politics. He went out when 
Clark of Missouri lost the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President in 
the Baltimore convention six years 
ago, but he came back today with 
a rush that sent his political oppo- 
nents scurrying. 

Bells name will appear on the 
ballot as an independent. But he 
walked into the meeting of the 
Democratic State Central Committee 
today and named the chairman of 
the Executive Committee, placed his 
immediate supporters in charge of 
the works and received a unanimous 
indorsement of his candidacy for 
Governor. Heney’s supporters, with 
their white cockades, typifying na- 
tional prohibition, were ruthlessly 
scattered. Seldom a return 
from Elba been m graphically 
staged. 

Bell's only terms to his opponents 
were unconditional] surrender. In the 
morning the “Federal Brigade,” rep- 
resenting the Phelan wing of the 
Dem tic party, announced that 
they would support E. 8. Heller for 
chairman of the State Central Com- 
mittee for the avowed purpose of 
keeping the control of the Demo- 
cretic organization out of Bell's 
hands. 

BELL IS WASHINGTON DOPE. 


Bell met theif onset with a show 
of proxies that eonvinced them they 
were beaten two to ene. Then a 
wire was flashed from Washington 
—tin mysterious source eaknown— 
that Bell should be given valimited 
support. Postmaster Fay ef San 
Francisco brought the message Mat 
Bell was the dope. 

During the day the rumor con- 
cerning that message grew. At first 
it was accredited to Senator Phelan, 
soon it had ascended to Tumulty, 
and by the time the committee was 
called to order it was credited by 
most 6f the delegates to President 
Wilson himself. 

One thing was incontestable. The 
Federal brigade bowed before it like 
couriers in the presence of royalty. 

It knocked all the wind out of the 
bloomlet of Lorin A. Handley of Los 
Angeles for chairman of the General 
Committee on an anti-Bell platform.

The Bell programme went 
through without a hitch. The seuth- 
erners made a few wry faces when 
they were forced to subscribe to the 
candidates wet declarations, but 
not one balked. 

Sydney Van Wryck's resolutions 
indorsing Bell and his platform were 
as ornate as a wedding plate. The 
very harmony became oppresive. It 
bodes no good for the Independent- 
Democratic candidate; for Democrats 
have never been harmonious in the 
history of the party before the pros- 
pect of participation in the spoils 
of victory. 

Think back for a moment and 
compare the harmony of the Demo- 
cratic conventions in 1900 and 1908 
with the tumult of 1912. 

Bell presented his platform. It 
contained twd very ordinary planks 
buried In a profusion of verbal 
foliage. One calls upon the people 
to rally to save the vineyards, the 
other asks them to rally to the sup- 
port of the Democratic administra- 
tion. 

His loyalty plank t& no stronger, 
however, than that adopted by the 
Republicans.

No effort has apparently been 
made by the Bell forces to placate 
Isidore Dockweiler, Democratic na- 
tlonal committeeman. 

Thomas Lee Woolwine and Milton 
K. Young have apparently been se- 
lected to carry Democratic bait in 
the pockets in Southern California. 
It is even hinted that Toney Schwam 
and Margoles are coming back. 

Heney is sulking, but the “wet” 
pronouncement has rallied most of 
the Rolph Remocrat support in San 
Francisco to Bell.

WORK AT FAIR, FIGHT SOON. 


Soldiers Put Finishing Touches fo Big 
Buildings at the Park. 


United States soldiers who will 
soon be in France, engineers who 
within a few weeks will be nearing 
the firing line on the western front, 
are now putting the “finishing 
touches to the buildings, which will 
house the California Liberty Fair, 
which opens at Exposition Park on 
October 12. The corps of workmen, 
whom Uncle Sam has loaned to the 
directors of the fair, have received 
their training and before the fair 
gates are opened they will be on 
their way to the battle lines. 

Thousands of exhibits already 
have been received, and those al- 
ready grouped will mean the larg- 
est live-stock show, the biggest 
flower show, an extensive war ac- 
tivities programme and athletic 
events in which champion athletes 
from all over this country will com- 
Pete. 

Preparations have been made for 
a record-breaking attendance. It 
has been estimated that from 250,000 
to 600,000 persons will pass through 
the turnstile at the three entrances, 
which are to be provided. 

An electric-lighting scheme will 
make Exposition Park as light by 
night ag by day. Champ 8&8. Vance, 
second vice-president of the Los An-

spent Thursday on the grounds with 
the city engineers of the power bu- 
reau, arranging for a  tlighting 
scheme that will be one of the many 
attractions at the fair. 


GREAT FIREWORKS. 


The fireworks display will be sec- 
ond to nothing ever attempted in 
Los Angeles, or perhaps in the 
West. Under the supervision of the 
United States government, the pyro- 
technics will be displayed and no 
powder will be wasted that could be 
used in making munitions to fight 
the Huns. Set pieces are to be 
shown, one of the most interesting 
being that of President Wilson in 
action, urging the pedple to get be- 
hind the men behind the guns. 

For the horse racing, already a 
number of fast horses have arrived. 
One of these, a beautiful bay filly 
owned by H. Wallahauser, has been 
in the habit of cleaning up the 
sweepstakes wherever she has ap- 
peared. She will run against some 
of the fastest horses in this country. 

Another entry in the horse show 
is that of El Rey Santa Anita, the 
famous stallion, winnef of the first 
American Derby, and now owned by 
Mrs. Anita Baldwin. / 

From every city in California in- 
quiries have poured in to Dr. A. J. 
Scott, manager of the horse show. 
asking whether this show is to be 
held ch night of the fair. It has 
been decided to hold the show three 
days and three nights, October 17, 
18 and 19. In the morning the 
gaited horses will de shown to ad- 
vantage, and the judges will de giv- 
en an portunity to k carefully 
into thd fine points of the different 
animals on exhibition.

A WISE MAN’S DREAM. 


N THESE great times in which we live, there are more things transpiring 
| in heaven and earth than are dreamed of in our philosophy. 

that we have come upon the fullness of time? Have we not reason to 
believe that man is passing the last great milepost of his history which marks 
his attainment of universal liberty? 

The one thing above all others for which man has fought his bloodiest 
and his bitterest battles has been liberty. It is his oldest fight and the longest. 
Now, liberty is to envelop the whole world. 

This had to come about through one free nation that was able not only 
to endure, but that had become so strong that it was able to impress its 
ideals and its will on the rest of the world. 

We behold such a nation now. It is America. By our country has the 
ideal of liberty been fulfilled. In America have the longings of the human 
race from time immemorial been realized. Through this nation has the oldest 
human dream come true. 

Twenty-five hundred years ago in Athens, Plato, the philosopher, who 
is called the father of idealists," framed the structure of an ideal govern- 
ment among men in the form of a republic. 

“Plato did not regard his own republic as a barren dream," says a 
modern authority. “He believed that sooner or later in the course of time 
a state essentially resembling his ideal commonwealth would come into 


If Plato could now rise from the dust of twenty-five centuries he would 
behold himself justified. He would sit on the purpled hills and drink Ameri- 
ca into his soul. 

He would see, as he himself declared, “the true order advance from 
one to all faix forms, and then to fair practices. He would see at last a 
free nation, his own ideal republic, indeed, practicing that which it preached. 


II. 


HEN the dust of Plato was gathered into a Grecian urn, his dream did 

W not die. The generations harbored and treasured it. Time after time, 

and in place after place, republics were founded. Men gave their 

blood and their lives to realize the dream of Plato. But, always, might pre- 
vailed over them. Only America endured to make the dream come true. 

In these times there are numerous republics, but there is not one among 
them that does not owe its existence to the example and the influence of the 
United States. Were our republic to crumble, 95 other on earth would 
crumble with it. 

With the end of this free government, autocracy would instantly renew 
its powers everywhere. The dream of Plato would be shattered again and the 
world would be compelled to set foot once more upon the weary pathway on 
which it started twenty-five centuries ago. 

The highways of the world are strewn with the wrecks of republics that 
rose and fell since the time of Plato. 

The school of thought, the school of statesmanship, of politics and of 
economics opposed to Plato branded his ideas as ‘idealism.’ They contend- 
ed that human nature, the same in all ages, was and forever would be too 
weak to conduct government on lines laid down by the dreamers of Athens. 

They said that it was only through a strong, centralized authority, by 
which the minority, or even one man, ruled, that government could be suc- 
cessfully maintained. 

And their argument held good until now. It held good before Plato 
dreamed, and before that, from the beginning of time. But, it does not hold 


good now. 

The schools that opposed Plato down through the centuries have wit- 
nessed the flowering to full bloom of their idea in Prussianism. 

German kultur epitomized the doctrine of autocracy beyond the most 
brazen and brutal record preserved from the world's sorry past. It set out 
deliberately, openly and unapologetically, to crush free government finally 
and hopelessly in the dust. 

And it would have succeeded had it not been for America—America 
that is the dream of Plato fulfilled to the last ideal. 

France, that had swung between monarchy and republic, back and 
forth: Great Britain and Italy, free democracies; they were at the end of their 
strength when America stood forth to battle at their side. 

As free as Plato dreamed his ideal republic would be, and stronger 
than any autocracy ever was, America is the answer to them who searched 
the stars of the heavens in the hush of the Athenian groves. 


III. 


INCE the adoption of the Constitution in 1789 one hundred and thirty 
years have passed, and during that time America has met and overcome 
every trial to which the ideal republic could possibly be subjected. It 

has answered every argument against a republican form of government ad- 
vanced by the most stubborn objectors. 

America boldly threw down all the bars when it set out upon its path- 
way as a nation. It made no reservations. It took the full chance. It placed 
its trust absolutely in God and the people. 

The tests that the opponents of popular government said the republic 
would have to meet, all came. The obstacles which they said we would 
have to face, a red. 

America 1. every strain that was or could have been thought 
of. It has answered even the arguments that Plato himself could not answer. 

It began by rearing a schoolhouse on every hill top and in every valley. 

with an almost feverished haste, to educate and enlighten its 
people to the fullest extent. It proclaimed the doctrine of free speech; it 
encou and sustained a free press. It granted the franchise to rich and 
poor alike. 

There was nothing to preserve this republic through its first, faltering 
footsteps except its faith in God and the will of a free people. There is noth- 
ing to preserve it now except that. | 

It passed through wars and peace; it changed control from one political 
party to another, time and time again; it summoned chosen citizens to sit in 
high places and returned then again to the level of common citizenship; it gave 
partisanship its widest and fullest fling. And, it has endured all that without 
breaking. 

Fifty-seven years ago, within the memory of a million men still living, 
came the one thing above all others which the opponents of a republican form 
of government said a republic could not endure—civil war. 

For four long and bloody years, America was stricken with the curse that 
had never before failed to kill—a house divided against itself, brother 
against brother, internecine strife of the vastest proportions any nation had 


ever known. | 
But, out of the Civil War, America emerged stronger and greater than 


ever. 

When the Southern States seceded from the Union and the flag was 
fired on at Fort Sumter, the sinister prophets who had failed at every step 
of the way from the first inauguration of President Washington down, came 
forth again to sun their bedraggled raiment. 

At last, said they, these misguided folk who have followed Plato's 
dream, have come upon the rock that shall shatter them. It was, indeed, our 
darkest hour. 

But it was not the greatest test. The republic was still to face an ordeal 
fraught with greater danger than even the Civil War. 


IV. 

HE greatest test to which free America has been put came last year when 
Congress passed the Conscription Bill. The test had its climax later 
when were drafted into military service every able-bodied man in the 

nation between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years. 

In what manner that test was met is now history. It is not only American 

history; it is world history. 

If anyone had the temerity to assert three or four years ago that America 

would submit to conscription for the purpose of engaging in a war in Europe 


he would have been regarded by his neighbors as a fit subject for a lunatic 


lum.

It is not mere accident; it is not blind 
fate; it is the sure ruling of a Supreme 
Hand that the President of these United 
States today is a man who possesses the 
gift of putting into straightforward, force- 
ful English the thing that is the unspoken 
thought of the people of this nation and, 
indeed, of all nations. 


In his Fourth Liberty Loan speech Presi- 
dent Wilson has crystallized in clear words 
the great purposes for which we of this 
country are giving freely of our life blood; 
for which we are setting aside all personal 
or conflicting interests and dedicating our 
best selves and our greatest efforts. Listen 
to Mr. Wilson's wonderful statement of the 
fundamental! issues of the case: 

“Shall strong nations be free to wrong 
weak nations and-make them subject to 
their purpose and interest? Shali peoples 
be ruled and dominated, even in their own 

nternal affairs, by arbitrary and irrespon- 
bie force or by their own will and choice? 

“Shall there be a common standard of 
right and privilege for all peoples and na- 
tlons or half the strong do as they will 
and the weak suffer without redress? 

“Shall the assertion of right be haphaz- 
ard and by casual alliance or shal! there 
be a common concert to oblige the observ- 
ance of common rights? 

“No man, no group of men, chose these 
to be the issues of the struggle. They are 
the issues of it; and they must be settied— 
by no arrangement or compromise or ad- 
justment of interests, but definitely and 


once for all and with a full and unequivocal | 


acceptance of the principle that the inter. 
est of the weakest ie as sacred as the Inter- 
est of the strongest.” 

But in this epoch-making deliverance 
President Wilson is not alone setting forth 
what we, as a nation, are in this fight to 
secure; he is likewise voicing our demands 
upon the enemy and upon our allies. In his 
declaration of the terms upon which peace 
must be founded and a League of Nations 
established he is speaking for the people 
of England, France, Italy—and of Germany 
as well. He is giving notice to all old-world 
“powers” that the democracy of the United 
States not only stands on an equality with 
any other nation, but is, indeed, the domi- 
nant force to be considered in that final 
day of adjustment, which will mean the 
crushing of autocracy and the meting out 
of justice alike to the weak and the strong. 

In the League of Nations (so long and 
painstakingly advocated by Gen, Otis)—de- 
veloped by the President's latest pronounce- 
ment into a concrete and authoritative con- 
cept, the words of the President of the 
United States, speaking for the people of 
this country, will not only be listened to— 
they will be accepted ag the standard to- 
ward which the diplomacy and the agree- 
ments of that unprecedented conference 
must alm. 

The ideals of this new world league, the 
mighty idea that is developing out of the 
horror of the past four years of slaughter 
and devastation, will be largely set forth in 
the clear-cut speeches of the Commander- 
in-Chief of this nation—backed by the un- 
conquerable spirit of our army and navy 
and the overpowering response of the peo- 
ple of the United States to the needs of 
our allies. 

The President's definition of what we 
mean by permanent peace and his state- 
ment of the terms upon which permanent 
peace must stand not only establish a stand- 
ard—they sound a warning. When the rep- 
resentatives of European nations—allied or 
enemy—meet for purposes of adjustment 
the issues for which the world has bled 
must not be forgotten: the peoples and the 
lands of earth must not be again parceled. 
out as commodities by the “powers.” 


| Henceforth there must be no “powers”— 


and no playthings—in the affairs of the 
world. There must be instead a world al. 


ance, partnership of nations, big and 


little, weak and strong, all alike pro- 
tected in their rights to self-govern- 
ment, to self-respect and to econom- 
ic independence. 

The President's latest speech will 
be spread on the American records 
as one of his noblest utterances.

TREND OF POLITICAD THOUGHT 
AND ACTION, 


By the Sentry on His Beat. 

Advocates of freak legislation have 
come to the rescue of electors who 
would have some excitement on No- 
vember 6. Realizing that there are 
to be few spirited contests, so far 
as candidates for office are con- 
cerned, the radical reformers have 
prepared a list of city and State 
| amen@mente so complicated that it 
is doubtful if even the sponsors un- 
derstand them. It is my business 
to comprehend ali propositions that 
are placed upon the ballot and I am 
now studying the most complicated 
ones; but I doubt whether I will be 
able to give the gentle reader a com- 
prehensive analysis of the whole 
bunch before election day. As a 
result it is more than probable that 
with few exceptions my sage advice 
will be for you to vote no“ on ev- 
erything? Such advice is always 
good when one does not understand 
an election proposal. 

On the State ballot we will have 
the single tax to smother, and we 
must slaughter that amendment pro- 
viding for a system of compulsory 
health insurance. It would increase 
the burden of taxation to an un- 
bearable point and is the dream of 
that sort of fanatic that has hu- 
miliated California for lo these many 
years. There are other proposed 
amendments just as absurd. 


Persons interested in the liquor 
traffic—those for it and those 
against it—will have three amend- 
ments to consider, in addition to de- 
ciding whether the State Legislature 
shall be liberal or dry. Radical Pro- 


hibitionists, who are not satiefied 
to let Uncle Sam settle the booze 
problem, think the time is ripe to 


vote the State bone dry and have 
placed upon the ballot a measure 
which, if adopted, would make a 
Sahara out of California on Janu- 
ary 1 next year. This measure is 
not backed by the Anti-Saloon 
League or any other sane political 
body. The government has decreed 
that the brewers must stop the 
manufacture of beer not later than 
December 1, next, and that the 
whole country shall be dry on July 
1, next vear. This means the end 
to the liquor traffic, but that does 
not satisfy the radicals, that ele- 
ment of society which takes upon 
itself the burden of ‘being thy 
brothers’ keeper.” 

Another State amendment is the 
Rominger bill, which provides for 
the elimination of the saloon 
throughout California and permits 
the sale of light wines and beer, un- 
der strict regulation. This is a sen- 
sible proposition and shoul be 
adopted. However, the liquor inter- 
ests have become so thoroughly dis- 


they are unwilling to put up another 
cent in their defense and just now 
it appears that the fate of the Ro- 
minger Dil] is sealed. 

The third amendment is purely 
local and is aimed at the Gandier 
ordinance. Since that law became 
effective the bottom has dropped 
out of the cafe business, the liquor 
wholesalers have been on the verge 
of starvation and numerous store 


buildingg have been vacated. if 
cafes, restaurants and hotels are 
permitted to sell beer and light 


wines until midnight rather than 9 
o'clock the n in the business say 
they can make a living. Wholesal- 
ers see a ray of hope for their bus!- 
ness if they are permitted to keep 
open until 7 p.m. instead of 6 o'clock 
and may sell beverages containing 
21 per cent. alcohol rather than be- 
ing restricted to 14 per cent. These 
business men have placed upon the 
city ballot an amendment to be 
known as the Los Angeles Rominger 
bill. It is the same as the State Dill 
with the exception that it would be- 
come effective on December 6. That 
the public would not object to these 
modifications of the Gandler law 
seems probable, but it is understood 
that the liquor interests are not go- 
ing to make much of a fight for 
their measure and it, too, will prob- 
ably be snowed under. 


After being mercilessly panned 
for its asininity in connection with 
the Sunday-closing law, the Council 
is looking with suspicion upon freak 
suggestions; and, profiting by dear 
experience, it coldly turned down 
George Dunlop's proposal that pro- 
portional representation for the elec- 
tion of city officials be placed upon 
the November ballot. Ralph Cris- 
well, who has a record for sponsor- 
ing everything that the people do 
not want, made a strong fight for 
the Dunlop-Haynes scheme, but his 
fellow-members refused to be drawn 
into the net. 


Six months ago the Council gave 
a solemn pledge to the District Rep- 
resentation League that it would 
Place its pet charter amendment up- 


on the November ballot. It made 
good the promise, but cunningly at- 
tached a rider which m&y defeat the 
proposition. Previous test votes 
have shown that a majority of the 
people are in favor of district rep- 
resentation in the Council. They 
would have Councilmen elected from 
districts rather than at large, the 
fundafhental reason being that un- 
der the present system the people 
feel that they face “taxation without 
representation,”” but when our wise 
city dads‘inserted a provision pro- 
viding that the terms of all elective 
officers shall be four years instead 
of two years they purposely attempt- 
ed to defeat the will of the people. 
I am sure that nearly everybody 
would stand for district representa- 
tion, but I have my doubts as to 
whether a majority would vote for 
an amendment that would give a 
Counciiman a fat job for four years. 
As a general rule we get our fill of 
them in two years.

REVENUES INCREASE 
AT COUNTY FARM. 


OPERATING COST PER CAPITA 
Is LESS THAN THIRTY-NINE 
CENTS PER DAY. 


The handling of the County Farm 
by Norman R. Martin, superintend- 


ent of charities, and William R. Har- 
riman, superintendent of the farm, 
has resulted in an increase of the 
net revenue for 1917-18 over 1913 
14 of $102,800, or 500 per cent., and 
an increase in farm area of fifty- 
five acres, or 15 per cent. Mr. Mar- 
tin adds, in a note to the Super- 
visors, that it the same per capita 
expense had prevailed in 1917-18 
as in 1914-15, it would have cost 
$158 more a day, or $57,820 more 
for the year, to maintain the County 
Farm, not taking into consideration 
the war market prices fur supplies 
and labor.” 

The total gross revenues for the 
year 1917-18 were $123,586.48, as 
compared to $92,071.98 for 1916-17. 
The population of the County Farm 
showed an increase for 1917-18 of 
7.5 per cent. over the previous year.

LAW HITS AT FEES 


OF LAND LOCATORS. | 


>_> * 


PENALTIES PROVIDED FOR IM- 
PROPER DEALING WITH 
HOMESTEADERS. 


Attorney and land locators who 
have been in the habit of securing 
fat fees from those desiring to take 
advantage of the homestead laws, 
will be severely dealt with hereafter, 
according to a law passed by Con- 


gress, a copy of which has just been 
received by Register Groves and Re- 
celver Mitchell of the local Land Of- 
fice. 

The law provides that any per- 
son under the age of 21, who has 
served or who shall hereafter serve 
in the army of the United States, 
during the present emergency, shall 
be entitled to the same rights under 
the homestead and other land and 
mineral entry laws, general or spe- 
cil, as those over 21 years. 

It is provided, however, that any 
requirements as to establishment of 
residence within a limited time shall 
be suspended as to entry by euch 
person until six months after his 
discharge from military service. 

A resolution of Congress, approved 
September 13, last, provides that no 
relinquishment any public land 
entry, made un the law to au- 
thorigze the President to increase 
temporarily the military establish- 
ment of the United States, shall be 
valid for any purpose unless execut- 
ed after the entryman shall have 
actually resided upon and cultivat- 
ed the land, in the case of a home- 
stead entry, for at least six montha, 
and, in the case of an entrv made 
under other than the homestead 
laws, for at least one year. 

The provision in which resident 
and other attorneys will be inter- 
ested reads ag follows: 

“Any person, firm or corporation 
soliciting or dealing with the re- 
linquishment of such claim or entry 
Prior to the completion of compli- 
ance with the applicable law and 
with this resolution, and who so- 
licits, demands or receives or ac- 


| benefits of said section, shall, 


cepts any fee or compensation for 


locations, filing or securing the claims 


or entries for persons entitled to the 
upon 
conviction, be fined not to exceed 
$1000 or be imprisoned not exceed- 
ing two years or both.” 


JUGO-SLAVS PLEDGE AD. 


Convention of Croatian Unity Tele- 
graphs Message of Loyalty 
to President. 


Closing its fifth convention since 
organization in 1919, held in this 
city during five days last week, the 
Croatian Unity of the Pacific, rep- 
resenting 150,000 Jugo-Slavs (South- 
ern Sievs) on this Coast, sent a tele- 
Sram to Senator Phejan at Wash- 
ington asking him to convey person- 
ally to Senator Phelan at Washing- 
ton asking him to convey personally 
to President Wilson a resolution 
unanimously adopted pledging the 
loyalty of all Jugo-Slavs here to the 
United States and their aid in the 
successful prosecution of the war. 

A feature of the sessions was an 
address by Dr. L. Leontich, a mem- 
ber of the famous London Southern 
Siav Committee, whose programme 
was officially recognized by the 
United States government.

ned off about a third of the Ser- 
blan army, and decimated the Rus- 
sian, Rumanian and Austrian ranks. 
On the western front he has not 
caused much trouble with typhus, 
but he ts the sole carrier of trench 
: fever, which disables more men than 
any other disease. And he its fur- 
ther a personal pest of the first mag- 
nitude, especially to Americans, who 
are used to being clean. Some of 
them have been driven almost crazy 
by the mere sensation of having 
cooties “upon their hitherte well- 
tubbed and immaculate persons. 80 
the cootie ise a real horror of war. 
He must be studied, talked about 
and understood to the end that he 
may be overcome as an enemy pest. 
That is why an attradtive name has 
been given him, he has broken into 
the newspapers and even the movies. 
“Cootie-curers” is a term which the 
scientists and investigators now 
camped upon his tral] have faceti- 
ously bestowed upon themselves. 


It is not in any spirit of prudery 
that the louse has been given a new 
name, either. It wae literally neces 
sary. For so long and 80 t- 
ly hae the louse plagued the human 
race that the mere mention of his 
name causes shivers and itching sen- 
sations te even the most stolid of 
persons. Fair stenographers in the 
Rureau of Entomology have reso- 
lutely refused to write the word, and 
in the present state of the stenogra- 
pher supply, that alone is reason for 
giving the creature a new name. Dr. 
W. Dwight Pierce of the same bu- 
reau, who, under Dr. L. O. Howard's 


ddirection, is the leader in the cam- 


FMlen azainst General Cootie, ad- 
mits that when Re was writing a 
lecture on diseases conveyed by the 
louse, he was afflicted with itchings 
and twitchings thet seriously hin- 
dered his efforts. As a part of the 
campaign, a moving picture was 
made showing immensely-magnified 
cooties crawling around, biting peo- 
ple, laying their eggs and raising 
thefr families in the seams of mili- 
breeches. Ten or twenty men 
who saw this film made for several 
days were scratching and wriggling 
in a profound conviction that ther 
were cooties all over them. Really 
there was not one in the crowd. 
The point is that the cootie has 
the human race bluffed to a stand- 


still, The mere mention of his om 
produces a thrill of horror. To 
think of him wandering over one's 
anatomy, laden with disease and 
filth, is to shudder. 

“IT venture to say that 20 per cent. 
of the persons who read your arti- 
cle will experience itching sensa- 
tions,” remarked Dr. Pierce. How 
about it? 

Men who would face a tiger will 
run from a ceotie. And, indeed, the 
cootie is far more dangerous to hu- 
mans than the tiger, and annually 
takes more lives. All of the most 
deadly engmies of mankind are in- 


sects. 

Despite the cootie’s successful use 
of terrorism, it possible to get 
used to him. In fact, repellant as 
the thought may be, it is doubtless 
natural to harbor him, for he is a 
natural parasite of the human body 
and can live nowhere else. He is 
found everywhere in the world that 
man is found. He belongs to a dis- 
tinctive order of insects, which re- 
sembles no other. There is a spe- 
cla] brand of cootie for nearly every 
warm-blooded creature that walks 
the earth. 

Men who have long been Infested 
by these vermifi literally forget all 
about them. They are apparently 
immune to the poison and irritation 
of the creature. But they are not 
immune to the diseases it carries. 
These include several verieties of 
fever—typhus fever, trench fever, 
Volhynian, or five-day fever, and 
several forms of relapsing fever. 
These constitute the cootie’s com- 
plete line of “goods,” and none of 
them are conveyed in any other way. 


How the cootie carries feyer in- 
fection has been only recently dis- 
covered. He does not infect his vic- 
tim by means of his bite. He does 
draw the poison from the sick man 
in that way, however. Then, as the 
fever patient's temperature rises, th 
cooties all leave him, for much 
same reason that a barefoot boy 
gets off a hot pavement. They seek 
a healthy man. The fever germs 
are deposited on his skin by the 
cooties in the form of excretions. 
The man, in scratching himeelf, 
abrades the skin and inoculates the 
infection into the blood. 

Thü tact that cooties will at once 
leave a man We has a fever has 
led to a widespread belief among 
ignorant folk that ft is a sign of 
health to harbor cooties, and this 
superstition has done mutch to win 
them a welcome and a heppy home, 
which they by no means deserved. 

Certain religious sects in the 
Orient are forbidden to kill Insecta, 
and these peoples constitute another 
cootie stronghold. In the streets of 


Cairo mothers may be seen punish- t 


ing thelr children for scratching 
and otherwise defending themselves 
against the ravages of the vermin. 
It is thought that the head-shaving 
of the ancient Egyptian priests was 
a peaceful means of keeping them- 
of the head louse, which 
requires hair to live in. 

Armies always are and always 
have been plagued by cooties. There 
are always some infested individ-\ 
uals in the ranks, and in the crowd- 


ed conditions of trench and camp / armored 


these quickly supply breeding stock 
to all the others, while the absence 
of bathing and laundry facilities 
prevents the soldier from ridding 
himself of the pesta.

Offipials of the War De- 
partment and Beveral prominent in- 
vestigators throughout the country 
are contributing their bite to the 
problem. All concerned ate work- 
ing together in close co-operation. 
Experiments are being conducted, in 
the impregnation of garments, 00 
that cooties will not infest them: in 
the making of powders to repel the 
Insects; in the fumigation of camps 
and buildings, and in the delousing 
of clothing in laundries, and the de- 
velopment of special delousing build- 


The problem is a complicated one. 
Not only the men themselves, but 
their clothing and thelr quarters 
must be completely rid of the pesta, 
or nothing is accomplished., Dr. 
Pierce believes that the steam laun- 
dry, which is an American inven- 
tion, will undoubtedly solve the 
clothes question. Portable steam 
laundries have already been dum 
for this purpose and shipped to our 
expeditionary forces. ble 
bathing establishment, which is also 
in use on the western front, will rid 
the men of the vermin, for the 
cooties cannot survive hot water and 
soap. The trenches present the worst 
problem, because of the difficulty of 
cleansing the clothes of the men and 
of finding repellants.

A QUESTION OF

MONTREAL—tThe errest of Maj. 


Nell (“Foghorn”) MacDonald for 
wearing the King’s uniform after he 
had been notified of his discharge 
has brought the issue as to whether 
the Canadian military, authorities 
can 4 a soldier during the 
war. 

MacDonald, widely known in Can- 
ada, 54 years old when the war be- 
gan, was so eager to do his bit that 
he affirmed he was 39 years old. In 
a short time he was in the thick 
of the fighting overseas and in turn 
was advanced to sergeant cook, 
transport sergeant and lieutenant in 
charge of transport. 

When the forestry corps was 

formed he was transferred to that 
branch because of his knowledge 
ot lumbering in the Canadian woods. 
For this work he was sent from 
France to the Windsor Castle forests 
and accomplished so much that he 
was made a major and soon grant- 
ed a two months’ leave to go to 
anada. 
During this furlough, in the early 
part of this year, Maj. MacDonald 
was notified that he was discharged, 
and he has received no pay since. 
It is alleged that the major insisted 
that he had signed up for the dura- 
tion of the war or until his services 
were no longer required.

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THE GUILTY DOLLAR. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
WASHINGTON (D. c.) Sept. 25. 
— that our shrinking and elusive 
American dollar is to blame for 
nearly all of our trovbles—for the 
high cost of living, for the agitations 
of the radicals which the capitalists 
now complain about, and for the 
profiteering of the capitalists which 


the Socialists object to, for bank- 
ruptcy, depression, and even for the 
war— the claim advanced by Dr. 
Irving Fisher of Yale, who has pub- 
lished a pamphiet on the subject. 
This pamphlet seems to be the fore- 
runner of a campaign which has for 
its purpose to fix the blame for most 
industrial and social evils on the un- 
stable simoleon, and to remedy them 
all by stabilizing the same. 

It is further clear that our cur- 
rency is one subject which will come 
up for consideration after the war. 
and that there will be laid before 
the public a variety of plans for 
changing, if not improving it. The 
advocates of more silver money. 
whom we all thought were as dead 
us the cross of gold, have fired a 
few preliminary guns. Aud there 
will be other hats in the ring. 
Furthermore, the currency is one 


subject about which we al] knew 
nothing. The principles which 
govern it ere obscure and my3te- 


rious to all but experts, and per- 
haps even to them. That is why, 
throughout our history, we have 
heen the prey of greenbackers, free 
silver advocates, and various other 
varieties of unsafe money doctors. 


Now whether or not Prof. Fisher 
is successful in blaming the buch 
for almost everything, as he seeks to 
do, he certainly offers a convincing 
argument to the effect that (1) our 
present dollar is not really a unit of 
value at all, and therefore causes 
much trouble, and that it can be 
made a real unit of value, e., can 
be so stabilized that it will alwavs 
buy the same amount of food, cloth- 
ing and other necessaries of lite. 
This last is a benefit which anrone 
can appreciate. If we can always 
rely upon a dollar to buy a dollar's 
worth of goods, the problem of life 
will be simplified for us all. 

In brief it is the professor's idea 
that the rise in the cost of living is 
not due primarily to the scarcity of 
food, but to the abundance of money. 
In proof of this he cites the fact 
that the cost of living rose steadily 
from 1896 to 1914, although the 
abundance of goods steadily in- 
creased during that time. It 1s only 
since the war broke out in 1914 that 
an actual scarcity of goods has deen 
a factor in the problem. True, the 
great increase in the cost of living 


has also come since then: but Prof. 


Fisher shows that during these four 
trying years, our currency has been 
steadily inflated—that is. the amount 
of money in circulation has steadily 
grown—and that the rise in the cost 
of living has been exactly parallel 
to this rise in the flood of hard and 
paper money, including checks and 
bonds. 

Again, he points out that if the 
scarcity of the article were the 
fundamental! cause of its rise in cost, 


and at the same time. 
ie a short crop of corn there is a 
big crop of wheat. If wool is scarce, 
cotton is abundant. It is impos- 
sible 1 all commodities should be- 
come ree at once, and in about 
the same degree. Rut the fact re- 
mains that most commodities have 
risen in price at the same time, and 
to much the same extent. Thie un- 
form’ rise, it is argved, must have 
some cause more uniform that the 
variation in the abundance of the 
articles in question. Such a uniform 
cause is found tn the expansions and 
contractions of the currency. These 
may be shown by curves to have 
closely followed the rise and fall of 
prices. 

This is a good empirical argument. 
Anyone can follow t. But, you will 
say, it makes no effort to eliminate 
other factors. These are numerous; 
their importance in your eyes de- 
pends largely upon your politics. If 
vou are a capitaliet, you will point to 
the unrest of labor, its demand for 
more and more money. If you are 
a Socialist you will talk about pro- 
fiteers. The single taxer sees our 
system of land tenure as the cause 
of the whole trouble And there are 
many other “goats,” ready to hand. 

Prof. Fisher does not specifically 
deny that these factors enter into 
the problem. He does not claim that 
the currency is the only thing that 
needs reforming. But he asks you 
for the moment concentrate your 
attention upon the American gold 
dollar, which is called our standard 
of value. 


What is the dollar, really? It is 
25.8 grains of gold. And ihe value 
of gold is fixed by the government 
at $18.60 an ounce. Therefore, the 
dollar has a fixed value—in gold. 
But it bas no fixed value in eggs, or 
beef or shoes, or anything else that 
we use, You can always buy 25.8 
grains of gold for a dollar. But 
naturally, in fact inevitably, the 
amount of anything else that you 
can buy for a dollar varies. And, as 
we have shown above, it varies ac- 
cording to the number of dollars in 
circulation, 1 

It the government had chosen beef 
as a standard of value instead of 
gold, and had decreed that “five 
pounds of beef always represented 
a dollar, then a dollar would have 
been a ed unit of value in deck, 
but not in anything else. 

This argument of Prof. Fisher’s

As the professor points out, al- 
most all of our other units, as of 
eth, weicht and so forth, have 
carefully standardized. In old- 
en times a yard was the girth of 
the chief of the tribe and was called 
a gird, Dr. Fisher tells us. Now a 
yard is a bar of metal kept in a 
glass case under a uniform tem- 
perature and viewed from a db 
tance through a telescope. It would 
be impossible for us to do business 
on the basis of a yard which was 
the girth of the President of the 
United States.

How, then, ts this to be done? If 
the gold dollar is no good, what kind 
of a dollar are we to have? Prof. 
Fisher answers that we are to have 
a “goods” dollar. That is, instead 
of a dollar which is a standard of 
value for one metal, we are to have 
@ dollar which is a standard of value

of all the goods on the market and 
making the dollar conform to that 
average price. 

The method by which this is to 
be done is technical, but not hard 
to understand, The purchasing pow- 
er of the dollar now varies, because 
the value of gold varies, while the 
weight of the dollar is fixed. Dr. 

isher proposes to reverse this pro- 
cess, He would make the purchase 
power of the dollar fixed by vary- 
ing its weight with the variations 
in the value of gold. 

No, this does not mean a new 
crop of dollars every month or 80. 
It means that the gold would all be 
kept in the treasury and only paper 
money used, and that the amount 
of gold which a paper dollar rep- 
resented would be changed at regu- 
lar intervals to conform to the 
— in the purchasing power of 
gold. 

Would this fixing of the value of 
the dollar, then, be left to the dis- 
cretion of the government? By no 
means. It would be done mathe- 
matically. The variation in prices 
is regularly computed now by our 
labor department. Taking the price 
at a given time as 100, they calcu- 
late the percentage of increase for 
each commodity. By averaging the 
increases for all commodities, they 
determine how much prices, as a 
whole, have risen during the month. 
Thus, if prices increase 1 per cent. 
this month, the paper dollar in your 
pocket would be made under Dr. 
Fisher's plan to represent 1 per 
cent. more gold, and would thereby 
acquire 1 per cent. more purchasing 
power. For it is a fact at once evi- 
dent and proven that more gold 
will buy more goods. 

This, in brief, is the theory of 
the “stabilized dollar“ It is a theory 
accepted by many men, and is 
supremely logical. Wherefore, con- 
sider it well. 


AMERICAN GENIUS 
FELT AT THE FRONT. 


“SPDIT TRAILER” IN ARTILLERY 
PROVED GREAT SUCCESS 
IN FRANCE.

CENTRAL FRANCE, Sept. 18. 
American ingenuity is fast making 
itself felt in the construction of field 
guns in the vast workhouse of the 
ordnance branch of the American 
army here.

which has won strong favor with the 
French experts is the “split trailer,” 
which extends back of the gun from 
the wheels down to the ground. 
From the earliest days of gunnery 
this trailer has been a single piece. 
But the Americans have split it in 
two from the ground up, so that two 
great legs spread out backward from 
a cannon. 

The results have been astonishing, 
permitting an ordinary field piece to 
be elevated to 80 deg., or almost 
straight up. 

The American design has now been 
adopted as the standard French 
model and it is going into all the 
new guns made at French arsenals. 
Official photographs made by the 
ordnance branch are now going for- 
ward for public exhibition in Amer- 
ica, showing this split trailer firing 
at an elevation of 73.40 deg. 

Here could be seen also every form 
of the dealth-dealing machine gun 
which became such a formidable 
weapon in the present war. 

“This is an age of mechanical 
warfare,” said the officer as he point- 
ed out the different types, French, 
English, American, as well as Ger- 
man and Austrian. “There were no 
machine guns used in the Civil War, 
only a few in the Spanish-American 
and Boer wars, more in the Russo- 
Japanese and Balkan wars; and now 
they have developed to a foremost 
place as an effective and deadly 
means of warfare.” 

Most of the nations are making 
two forms of these machine guns, 
the heavy type, weighing about 
thirty pounds, mounted on a tripod 
and drawn by a mule, and the lighter 
automatic rifle, weighing about fit- 
teen pounds, fired from the shoulder 
like an ordinary rifle and carried by 
hand, as it is not much heavier than 
the standard ten-pound rifle. Both 
types of these guns fire steady 
streams of lead as the belts of bul- 
lets are fed into the reservoirs, the 
only Umit being the amount of am- 
munition which can be carried. With 
each automatic rifle are three men, 
one to fire and two keep up the 
steady feeding of ammunition. 

The new type of American ma- 
chine gun makes a favorable appear- 
ance in this array of makes from 
all the nations. It is coming over 
in large quantities now and most of 
the American divisions now arriving 
come with their machine-gun sec- 
tloma equipped with the new Amer- 
ican model. At the training camps 
the tests hat given the best results, 
but the real test of battle action is 
still to come, as most of the divi- 
sions on the fighting line obtained 
thelr machine-gun equipment before 
the new model was ready.

The Amer- 
ican bayonet looked like «a long, 
sharp-edged knife. But the French 
bayonet was more like a slender ra- 
pier, two feet long and without cut- 
ting edge, meant for stabbing.

SUBMARINE CHASER 
“OPERATES N TEXAS. 


VESSEL 18 EMPLOYED IN RES- 
CUE OF AVIATORS WHO FALL 
INTO THE LAKE. 


(BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE] 

FORT WORTH (Tex.) Sept. 20.— 
A submarine chaser, tuned and 
groomed, has been transported into 
the heart of Texas and put to work— 
not hunting down lurking German 
U-boats, but in rescuing unfortunate 
American aviators, who fall into 
the water. 

This is a new venture for the sub- 
marine chaser, or the sea sled, as it 
is more commonly catied. Ordinarily, 
this craft, which attains a speed 
of sixty miles an hour under the 
lashing of its powerful eight-cylin- 
der motor, is employed along the At- 
lantic Coast as a guard against the 
activities of the undersea boats. They 
have been successful in hunting 
down foes and In guarding coasts. 
Sixty-one of the lightning sleds are 
In use—sixty along the Atlantic 
Coast and the sixty-first on Lake 
Worth in Fort Worth. 

Several months ago, when the fa- 
tal falls among the aviation students 
around this city grew alarming in 
number, United States army officers 
concluded that stunt-flying and ad- 
vanced training would be less dead- 
ly over the waters of Lake Worth 
than over the dry land. The prob- 
lem of how to rescue the aviator, 
should he tumble, was solved by the 
sea sled. 

The cost of constructing the 
boat and getting it to Fort Worth 
was $17,013. It draws elghteen 
inches of water. Its length is twen- 
ty-four feet and its width eight feet, 
eight inches, It has eighteen air 
pockets and the walls are about 
eight inches thick. The sled has & 
V-sha bottom. Credit for sug- 
gesting this shape to the manufac- 
turers is given to Capt. 8. V. Scher- 
merhorn, who was formerly sta- 
tioned at the Fort Worth air flelds.

Ralph W. Tyler of Columbus, 0. 
former auditor for the Navy Depart- 
ment and a newspaper man of ex- 
perience, has been selected as an ac- 
eredited war correspondent to serve 
on the staff of Gen. Pershing, to re- 
port the doings of the colored sol- 
diers on the western front in France.

“As Galveston negroes, assembled 
to rehearse for Liberty Chorus un- 
der War Camp Community Service, 
We are reminded that today is the 
fifty-eighth anniversary of the birth 
of the chief figure in America's Ex- 
— Forces, Gen. John J. 
ershing. As he leads the soldiers 
of our country, among whom are 
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Jare brigaded with the French, and 


members of our race, Our prayers 
ascend for him and his command. 
We send through you our felicita- 
tions to him, and give assurance of 
ovr allegiance in ev way in the 
cause for which he is battling.” 


Mrs. Alice Dunbar Nelson, newly-

Mr. Spargo, as a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Social- 
ist party in this country, is an im- 
portant spokesman, and the infor- 
mation he has to give illuminates the 
split that has occurred in that party 
over the war.

Demand for Every Kind of 
House Increasing. 


Situation in Port District 
Causing Concern. 


The high cost of living necessities 
and conveniences, the curtailment of 
building operations and the great fall 
influx of tourists and others coming 
here from the East and Middle West 
to spend the winter or make their 
homes are rapidly bringing about 
radical changes in the general hous- 
ing situation in Los Angeles. This 
was strikingly emphasized at a meet- 
ing held last week by the Co-opera- 
tive Apartment House Association of 
Los Angeles, at which it was de- 
cided that all the apartment-house 
proprietors represented in the or- 
ganization should on November 1 
increase their rental rates by 25 per 
cent. 

The meeting, which was well at- 
tended, was held at the Potter apart- 
ments, No. 1237 South Alvarado 
street, Mrs. C. H. McGonegal, presi- 
dent of the association, presiding. 
The membership of the organization 
comprises some 550 apartment- 
house owners and managers, which 
is declared to be nearly 90 per cent. 
of those in the business in Los An- 
geles. 

In presenting the motion to 
crease rates before the meeting, T. 
C. Smith, secretary of the associa- 
tion, made the somewhat startling 
assertion that the overhead expenses 
Incidental] to the operation of apart- 
ments in this city had increased 72 
egnt. over those prevailing in 
1914. Mr. Smith cited a number of 
items in which the increase has been 
pronounced. Distillate for fuel, he 
sald, had jumped 3 cents to 5% 
cents; linen sheets, from $8 to over 
$19 a dozen; pillow cases, from $1.85 
to $4.75: carpets, 95 per cent., and 
plumbing supplies, 100 per cent. 
Common brooms that cost from 23 
cents to 60 cents four years ago, it 
was pointed out, now sell at from 
75 cents to $1.75.

House rents, too, are advancing, 
according to the real estate firms 
having residence rental departments, 
who report also that the demand for 
houses for rent is rapidly becoming 
stronger than at any previous time 
in the city’s history. Some of the 
larger firms have had ors aut 
for weeks looking for Gésirable 
houses to list, and have been adver- 
Ang regularly in the newspapers 
for such places. The principal de- 
mand so fer has been for medium- 
sized dwellings of from five to eight 
rooms, but the inquiries for larger 
places, both furnished and unfur- 
nished, are now beginning to come 
in thick and fast. ’ 

“Owners generally are beginning 
to want a little more for their 
houses,” said a representative of the 
house rental department of the 
Wright - Callender - Andrews Com- 
pany, which has the largest business 
of the kind in the city, last week. 
“This appears to be the logical re- 
sult of the almost unprecedented de- 
mand. More and more people are 
seeking unfurnished places renting 
for from $100 to $126, and we have 
numerous letters from prospective 
tourists in the Hast and Middle West 
inquiring about still larger and more 
elaborate places. Nearly everyone 
we are now hearing from seems to 
want to get located around the mid- 
dle of October, although some are 
trying to make arrangements for a 
month or two, or even a longer pe- 
riod, ahead. The coming season is 
absolutely certain to be the biggest 
in the rental line that Los Angeles 
has ever experienced.” 

The scarcity of available houses 
and flats to list is already quite pro- 
nounced, according to this firm and 
others. This is largely accounted for 
by the fact that such a relatively- 
mall number of mew bulldings have 
been erected in the past year or two, 
a condition which has now become 
acute as the result of the govern- 
ment’s having put a ban on all struc- 
tural operations that cannot be 
shown to the Federal officials to be 
absolutely necessary. The available 
houses for rent were being zgradual- 
ly filled before the eastern travel 
commenced, and now that the tour- 
ist influx is increasing, they are be- 
sinning to be at a premium. 

MANY BUYERS. 

The curtailment of building is also 
resulting in an increasing demand 
for houses upon the part of pur- 
cnasers. Realty men who but a few 
months ago were striving valiantly 
to make both ends meet against an 
Absolutely listless market are now 
beginning to experience difficulty in 
Onding enough desirable houses to 
show to all the would-be buyers that 
come to their offices. 

The housing situation at the har- 
dor is already causing the big em- 
Ployers of labor in the shipyards and 
other war industries considerable 
concern. A literal interpretation of 
the government's orders with respect 
to building is leading many who 
would otherwise be building fats. 
bungelow courts and houses at the 
uarbor to hesitate about going ahead 
»with any structural work. In the 
meantime hundreds in the industria] 
plants at San Pedro and Wilmington 
are being compelled for lack of local 
housing facilities daily to make long 
trips from surrounding communities 
to their work. This phase of the lo- 
cai housing situation is now being 
taken up with the authorities at 
Washington in the hope that speedy 
relief may be obtained.

Five Types of Valve Gears are 


Now in Use. 


BY BARNEY OLDFIELD. 
One of the most important parts 
in the make-up of the modern inter- 


|} nal-combustion engine is the valve 


system. The duty of this part of the 
engine is to admit the gasified fuel 
and texpel the burned gasses after 
they have performed their allotted 
function. If there is any trouble in 


the valve system the whole opera- 
tion of the engine will be deranged. 
If the inlet valve does not permit just 
the right quantity of fuel to enter 
the combustion chamber at just the 
mght time, the power of the engine 
will be seriously impaired. If the 
exhaust valves do not permit the 
burned gasses to be gotten rid of 
at the proper moment, similar fail- 
ure of the power will be noticed. It 
is very important then that the car 
owner should understand something 
about the valve system and how to 
keep it in good working order. 
There are in common use today 
five distinct types of valve gears. 
The most popular is the type that 
embodies a single camshaft, which 
operates pushrods, controlling the 
valves. This is the type that is used 
in so-called L-head engines, the 
commonest variety of power plant in 
use todey. The second type is what 
is known as a valve-in-head design. 
In this case the valves are placed in 
the head of the combustion chamber 
and are operated by means of long 
vertical rods with rocker arms. These 
latter are simply levers pivoted and 
operated by the vertical rods, which 
in turn are driven by a camshaft 
and pushrods as in the other type.

As 
soon as the thrust of the lifter is 
released again, the spring at once 
closes the valve. 

It will be obvious thet for a serv- 
ice of this sort, the utmost accuracy 
of design and operation is necessary. 
The valves must open and close with 
the utmost nicety, or the essential 
functions of the engine are interfered 
with, and loss of power and general 
operation ensues. Even if the valve 
system has been correctly designed 
and constructed in the beginning, 
wear will eventually cease derange- 
ment of its functioning. Therefore, 
the car owner must expect trouble 
here sooner or later. 

It is vitally essential that the valve 
system shall have adequat@yjubrica- 
tion at all times. In many engines 
of today the valve mechaniam is in- 
closed in the crankcase, where it 
gets a continual splash lubrication. 
This tends keep down wear and 
prevent the holse that used to be so 
common in the valves. 

One of the commonest troubles en- 
countered in valve systems is the de- 
velopment of excessive oil fow down 
the sides of the valves. This is 
caused by wear in the system, either 
of the stem or the guide, and the 
prime cause may be failure of prop- 
er lubrication, which has permitted 
rapid wear, or it may be due to the 
fact that the stem or tappet is worn, 
so that the valve is thrust sideways 
when it is lifted. The cure, in case 
it ie the guide that has worn, is to 
have the part reamed out and then

Entire Desert Region Well 
Posted Now. 

Death by Thirst will not be so 

Frequent. 

Arid Region is Pierced by 
Local Drivers. 


A little over a year ago Congress 
appropriated 
very important project of making 
the desert regions of the Southwest 
safer and more accessible by having 
thelr watering places mapped, sign 
posted and developed. 

Within a few weeks after the ap- 
propriation became available, the 
Geological Survey had four outfits, 
each in charge of a geologist at 
work in the hottest, dryest. sandiest 
and least explored part of the desert 


region. Already 60,000 square miles 
have examined and

SCO ND. HAND BUYING HINTS. 


At this season of the year, and 
more $articularly at a time when 
new car production has been cut | 
down considerably, there is greater 
activity in the used-car field. Many 
thousands of prospective owners will 
need some advice on the purchase 
of a used car 80 as to de able to 
avoid buying a wreck with perfectly 
good money. 

It has been sald that a used car 
is no better than the dealer or man 
who sells it, and there is a great 
deal of truth in this. In our larger

owners who “must get out of town” 
or “go to war,“ or which give some 
excuse for selling. The buyer should 
be very careful of the greater num- 
ber of these because they are sim- 
ply poor propositions handled for 
the dealer by some person who i 
supposed to be the owner. The very 
best place to select for — r.. over 
used cars is the salesroom of some 
reputable dealer on motor row or in 
the automobile section of the cit 


“jobbed up“ for «a Often, 
however, a dealer will have cars of 
other makes in his shop, and nat- 
urally so, because all sales are not 
to previous owners of his car. 

It is usual for a dealer to give 
the exterior of a car the best ap- 
pearance possible so that it will 
strike the fancy of the buyer, espe- 
cially if his wife is along. Good 
external appearance is, of course, es- 
sential, but for the time being it 
should be neglected. The chassis 
should be gone over, and if found 
satisfactory then attention may be 
devoted to the condition of the up- 
holstery, the top, curtains, paint, etc. 
These are matters which are not im- 
portant in the running of @ car. A 
good body won't keep a car running. 

It is a most difficult matter to tell 
by a mere drive around the block 

condi- 


whether the car is in perfect 
tion, especially if the street is 
smooth. Take, for example, such 


small cars as the Ford and Chevro- 
let, these cars have steering systems 
which are likely to show signs of 
throwing a fit if Worn excessively. 
This trouble is in the nature of rapid 
oscillating of the front wheels as 
though they were being turned rap- 
idly from one direction to another. 
Thie is dangerous and annoying. 
It happens only on routh roads and 
at a certain speed usually about six 
miles an hour. When going fast it 
is not noticed and on smooth 

it is not apparent. 

Rattles and squeaks caused dy 
loose parts are noticed only on 
rough roads. Hence it le wise when 
trying out the car to take it first 
slowly and then at @ fair rate over 
a bad piece of road.

Brakes 
should be tested so that a relining 
job is not necessary the first week 
you have the car. 

If possible open the drain plugs 
of the transmission and rear 
and see if any oi) or thinned grease 
runs out. Often a bad set of gears 
or even gears with broken teeth can 
be made noiseless for a short run 
by packing the case with heavy 
grease. 

A new battery usually costs any- 
where from $25 to $75, depending on 
the size, and it is the easiest of 
things to take an old battery ready 
for the junk pile and get it in shape 
so it will give service for a few 
minutes. 

In driving around on the demon- 
stration one can only listen for loud 
knocks in the engine and other 
parts. Bearings, of course, can be 
tightened and certain loose parts 
made to remain quiet for a time. 
Here ig an important point. An 
“oll pumper” ie an engine whose 
pistons and rings are Worn and such 
an engine, when gets hot after 
running some time, will pump 80 
much of] into the combustion cham- 
bers as to cause misfiring and bad 
running generaliy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—Col- 
lege football schedules were knocked 
out by a ruling of the War Depart- 
ment today providing that no games 
involving absence for a night shall 
be permitted in institutions having 
branches of the Students" Army 
Training Corps, which includes all 
the schools.

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ATPR in parks and garden, whether 
W in natural ponds or artificial da 
sins, is generally treated less in- 
telligently than any other feature of the 
landscape. We should have wreter for 
water's effect, for this is obviously what 
ve have in mind when we contemplate 
its introduction to park or garden. But 
many designers, past and present, seem 
to regard it merely as an excuse for build- 
ing a lot of ugly masonry, statues, etc. 
Some of the most noted water gardens of 
Europe, so much pictured in books and 
om postcards, praised by returning tour 
ists who have no taste, are mere piles of 
stones or concrete. Walls, fountains of 
heroic size spouting mere squirts, stairs 
_. by which water may be enabled to de- 
end with more or less grace and ease, 
railings, buttresses, statues, figures, piles 
of rock, etc., so obscure the water that it 
is sometimes a puzzle to find it in any 
quantity. While the ignorant public con 
tinues to praise such examples, the bet- 
ter and recognized art critics of all na- 
tions are condemning them, and the places 
falling under the ban are, some of them, 
the most costly, most noted, of any in 
the world. If we are to have water, let 
us have water. Ugly, bare masonry that 
obscures will not compensate for its loss. 
nor will the finest sculpture. 

How many senseless, sentimental crea- 
tures are heard to exclaim: “Oh, but fine 
sculpture looks so beautiful at the wa- 
ter edge, and its effect is so grand.” Such 
people are seif-constituted judges, and 
have little taste or judgment. Fine sculp- 
ture is beautiful anywhere and every- 
where, needs no setting for “effect,” and 
the art of the sculptor is not judged by 
effects or surroundings. People who make 
such exclamations as are herin noted do 
not stop to admire or examine the statue 
or work of art by itself, and have little 
knowledge of ite quality. But the set- 
ting and the effect!” Oh, me!” Oh, my! 
Unt we are getting as far away from the 
water as are the people we are preaching 
about. Fidelity to nature is the law or 
rule by which all art is judged. Bare 
walls or curbs are not beautiful water- 
sides, but absence of wall or curb, 30 far 
as casual glance ts concerned, is proof 
that the waterside is natural and there 
fore beaut ful; for nature, unaided, will 
auickly clothe all with a mantle of Freen 

. man win but keep his obtrusive and 
despolling hands away. Informal sur- 
roundings we should have. curbs to be 
eure, but they need not rise above the 
soll surface. Water in action we may 
have, but a costly, mammoth structure is 
not necessary to get a beautiful fountain 
effect, nor do we need to lead’ water down-

water basins in Europe do not have a 
curb that shows above the surrounding 
lawn, and many of the most effective 
fountains do not show the source or any 
object or mechanism, but seem to emerge 
from the otherwise passive and placid 
surface of the lake. Who would encase 
and confine our world-famous geysers in 
a million-dollar sculptural fountain? 
Would their beauty be thereby enhanced? 
And still we hear some sentimente', well 
meaning creature exclaim: “Oh, but the 
setting and the effect would be SO grand.” 
As our friend Lummis says: “I gueas so.” 


Garden Art. 
William Robinson, England's noted hor- 
ticulturist and garden critic, says: “No 
imagination can come near to the beauty 
of things seen, art being often power- 
less to seize their full beavty, and the 
artist has often to let the brush fall in 
despair. There are thore pictures round 
the year in many a parish in England 
than all the landscape painters of Europe 
vould paint in a century. Only a little 
of the beauty that concerns us most 
that of the lendscape-—-can be seized for 
vs by the very greatest masters. Of 
things visible—flower, tree, landscape, 
sky or sea to see the full and ever-va- 
ried beauty is to be saved ver from 
any willo’the-wisp ot the ginary. 
“But many ptopie do Bot 


by nature, but by pictures, ana ceererore 
miss her stbtieties and delicate realities 
on which all true work depends. Some 
sneer at those who ‘copy nature,’ but the 
answer to such critics is forever there in 
the work of the great men, be they 
Greeks, Dutchmen, Italians, French or 
English. It is part of the work of the 
artist to select beautiful or memorable 
things, not the first that come in his 
way. The Venus of Milo is from a 
noble type of woman—not a mean Greek. 
The horses of the Parthenon show the 
best of eastern breed, fell of life and 
beauty. Great landscape painters like 
Crome, Corot and Turner seek not things 
only because they are natural, but also 


beautiful; selecting views and waiting for 


licht that suits the chosen subject best, 
they give vse pictures, working always 
from faithful study of nature and from 
stores of knowledge gathered from her, 
and that is the only true path for the 
cardener, all true art being based on her 
eternal laws. All deviation from the truth 
of nature, whether it be at the hands 
of Greek, Italian or other artist, though 
it may pass for a time, is in the end, it 
may be for ages after the artist is dead, 
classed as debased art.”

Old beds 
with leftover bulbs in the soll should be 
well cleaned, the top soll raked until well 
loosened and pulverized, and given a top 
dressing of decayed manure. 


Wildflower Season. 

Do not fail to have a patch of native 
wild flowers this winter. Get rid of weed 
seeds in the soil first. Wet the patch 
thororghly, allow the weeds to start well 
and then hoe them off or turn them under. 
When a good soaking rain comes sow the 
seeds. Get good seeds and good mixtures. 
Sow enough seed: the plants will make 
a better showing than with a thin crop, 

though it is also quite easy to sow too 
thickly seed of.some sorts. It is a good 
time to. clear the soil now. 

Garden Ornaments. 

In small city gardens, rather than in 
larger ones, it is often advisable to enter-

TRACTOR SHOW WRITES NEW PAGE 
IN SOUTH’S FARMING HISTORY. 


E third annual tractor demonstration 

of the Traction Engine and Implement 

Dealers’ Association of Southorn Cali 
fornia added a new page to the history of 
farming development in this section. It 
showed by practical and comparative tests 
that economy and efficiency now demand 
the use of tractors in almost every field of 
agricultural and horticultural endeavor. 

More than 140,000 persons, it is estimated, 
were shown during the six days of the 
demonstration on the La Brea ranch what 
tractors could accomplish under the most 
trying soil conditions. The farmer, by 
comparing the work of nearly 100 machines 
of various sizes and types from thirty-five 
different factories, was able to judge just 
what sort of a farm power machine 
meet his own individual needs. It was the 
aame with the various implements shown. 

The show was not a selling campaign, but 
purely a comparative showing of the work 
of the various tractors and implements. 
Nevertheless, a number of sales were made 
by exhibitors during the week. The trac- 
tor and implement men’s association went 
to great expense to make the show a suc- 
cess and it was a success in every sense of 
the word. The demonstration is bound to 
give a tremendous impetus to power farm- 
ing in Southern California and that means 
increased food production on a scale that 
couuts in the war. 

Owing to the impossibility of securing a 
large tract of more friable land for the 
showing of the large number of machines, 
the demonstration was held on hard, black

Great advancement in the de 
velopment of the farm tractor was shown 
on every hand. 

ON THE FIELD. 


No attempt was made to pit one tractor 
against another in speed tests. There were 
no judges of the demonstration except the 
spectator, who was made welcome on the 
fields at all times. The tractor, say experts, 
should deliver 150 pounds drawbar pull for 
each horsepower at a speed of two and one 
half miles per hour. If this speed is in- 
creased, they declare, the effort at the draw- 
bar is lessened. Speed tests, it is generally | 
admitted, are of no practical value to the 
farmer. 

In the public demonstrations a new field 

was plowed each day. In this way 200 acres 
were turned over. On the private demon- 
stration grounds more than eighty acres 
were plowed, and in some cases left ready 
for seed. 
Exhibitors of tractors complied strictly 
with the public demonstration regulations 
in the matter of plowing, each pulling im- 
plements in the public tests for six hours, 
one hour each day. ‘In addition, during the 
last two days of the meet, some tractors 
drew harrows and cultivators over their lots. 
During the private demonstrations, in 8 
large majority of cases the exhibitors 
worked their lots into perfect seed beds. 

The excellent performances in the public 
tests of tractors made in Los Angeles 
county was a source of great satisfaction to 
the makers and to the general public. That 


the four tractors made hereabouts should 
draw heavy bottoms right along with the 
machines made elsewhere, is regarded ar 
an excellent augury for the future of the 
tractor manufacturing industry in Southern 
California. The successful application of 
the tractor to farm conditions in Southern 
California, and the consequent demand for 


‘farm power machines here is the primal 


cause for the development of these in- 
dustries. | 
THE HOME MACHINES. 

The first “Little Husky” tractor turned 
out by the Homer Laughlin Engineers’ Cor- 
poration of Los Angeles made an excellent 
showing, pulling a pair of ten-inch P. 4 0 
mouldboard plows in a way that was most 
convincing. The Union “Sure-Grip,” made 
in Torrance, demonstrated power, mobility 
and strength.

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UENTE.—A remodeled bean ware 
P house, 200 by 50 feet, bullt of brick, 
with fireproof roof and having a larger 
Capacity than any other warehouse in the 
valley, is being filled with cleaned and 
wacked beans by the Puente Mercantile 
Company. it is the Blackeye and Lady 
Washington crop that is coming in from 
about 6000 acres planted between waluuts 
and citrus trees from the mountaing on the 
Worth to the Puente foothills. 

While the acreage is somewhat larger 
Wan last year, the entire yield will proba- 
hy be slightly smaller than that of 1917.

POMONA.—Thousands of orange growers 
in Pomona Valley and throughout the south- 
land own an interest in an industry which 
they have never seen. As very few of them 
could go and see the industry, a novel ar- 
rangement has been made whereby the mo- 
tion-picture camera is to bring the industry 
to them.

BLYTHE.—Giant broom corn forty inches 
in length is now grown on the ranch of Dr. 
G. Ghiglieri, W. W. Phillips and W. W. Mor- 
rison of this place. Dr. Ghiglieri, who is 
a heavy land owner of this valley, owns 
valuable property in Los Angeles and the 
bay cities. He has donated his handsome 
villa on the Riviera to the Red Cross and 
is said to be one of the heaviest givers to 
the war fund among the American-Itailians 
in the United States. He is the founder 
of the new town of Fertilla, five miles from 
Blythe. 


GLENDALE.—Declaring that the Valen- 
cia crop of this district is only about 50 
per cent. of the usual amount and that we 
should be sending forward twenty-five to 
thirty carloads instead of ten to fifteen, Er- 
nest Sparr, fruit broker of this city, says 
growers will be compensated by the high 
prices, which will average them $4.50 to $5 
per box. He says the freight situation had 
improved since the government took over 
the railroads and that shipments go through 
more promptly than they did before that 
time. Ue also declares that if it were not 
for the army demand lemons would not be 
moving at all because the sugar embargo 
has killed the soft drinks in which lemons 
were used. He is optimistic for the fu- 
ture, however, and believes the movemeng 
of sugar from the Orient will restore nor- 
mal conditions. 


TALBERT.—The bean cro, this season 
shows most emphatically what can be done 
to a section by drainage. Where a few 
years since the soil was too heavy for such 
a harvest, today there are great fields of 
beans. Robert Geisler is cutting 200 acres 
on his ranch, George W. Borchard has 100 
acres and U. H. Plavin the same acreage. 
Charles Ward cuts forty-five acres, F D. 
Plavin eighty, and I. T. Wells has all 
135 acres, part of which is on ah. mesa. 
Labor is hard to get. As high as $3.25 is 
being paid for piling beans, which is the 
easiest of all the work. 


REDLANDS.—Complete figures will soon 
be available for the orange crop of the | 
Redlands district for the 1917-18 season, 
which will close next month. An average 
of twelve cars of Valencias are now being 
shipped each week from this district and it 
is not thought that there are more than fifty 
cars left in the city. This will bring the 
total shipment to more than 700 cars, which 
is not more than 18 per cent. of a normal 
year’s shipment from the district, showing 
the loss caused by the extremely hot weath- 
er of June, 1917. Because of the high 
prices that have been paid for the fruit this 
year, however, the crop win bring in the 
neighborhood of 33 per cent. of the revenue 
from an average crop. It is estimated that 
more than $1,500,000 has been paid for the 
oranges shipped from the Redlands district 
during the year, the growers getting close 
to $1,000,000 of this. The loss, however, 
was very well divided among most of the 
groves, those having had the most care 
getting somewhat more than those not cared

predicting that, with a 60 per cent. crop 
for the coming year, the growers will re- 
celve almost as much as they would from a 
norma] crop.

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* OSSIBLY at no time during the past 
12 twenty-five years has the matter of 
food for farm animals been so acute 
nor so important as during the period of 
ide war. Much bearing on the subject has 
lready appeared in the Farm and Tractor 
Section of The Times, particuarly as it per- 
tains to the cereals and their products. We 
take up the subject just at this time to put 
in a plea to the poultry breeders to grow as 
much green food as available land will ad- 
mit of, for certain it is that green stuff is to 
occupy a much wider application in animal 
feeding than has heretofore been the rule. 
In England the leafy parts of plants and 
their equivalent in vegetable roots and tub- 
ers have, by intelligent treatment, become 
from 45 to 50 per cent, of the ration fed to 
poultry—the remaining ingredients being 
such graing and their product ag the Food 
Administration will allow and of which 
there is an available supply. On this war 
ration the owners of fowls have been able 
to maintain their flocks and obtain satisfac- 
tory crops of ben fruit. As the war con- 
tynues, much the same conditions will come 
to pass in this country: hence a plea for 
the growing of more liberal crops of green 
food capable of sustaining production and 
the vigor and health of the birds. 

If the signs of the zodiac are not de- 
ceiving, we are to have early rains this 
year and a wet winter, which renders gar- 
den and field operations matters of imme- 
diate consideration. Nearly every fancier 
and breeder has some ground. no matter 
if limited, that can be utilized to the grow- 
ing of crops suitable as food for his fowls.

Space and character of soil are to be con- 
sidered, but since the literature of the seed 
venders gives this information, we will pass 
by that phase of the subject; let us rather 
consider it from the point of feeding values. 

Chief among plants the leaves of which 
possess high feeding value and are appre- 
ciated by fowl is alfalfa, either fresh or 
cured. Indeed, it has not unwisely been 
termed the “King of Fodders.” There are 
several varieties, chief of which is the blue- 
flowered. Being indigenous to the arid re- 
gions, it finds ideal conditions in Califor- 
nia. Planted on a suitable deep soil, with 
irrigation facilities, enormous crops are 
produced. It is at its best when only about 
12 per cent. of the flower buds are just open- 
ing. It should be fed cut into short lengths, 
both in the fresh and cured state. Green 
alfalfa has an average protein content of 
about 5 per cent., hence is good as a flesh 
former and also for egg production. It can 
be fed hung up in small bunches, thus af- 
fording .the birds occupation, but this is 
hardly so economical ag when fed in a 
chaffed condition—a practice quite gener- 
ally observed by commercial poultrymen in 
this State. Clover is much grown in the 
humid regions and forms a good green food; 
but with us alfalfa is in the lead. 


The cabbages, kales, etc., provide large 

quantities of green food for poultry; if fresh 
and succulent the birds are fond of this 
class of vegetable leaves. Old fibrous, tough 
growths are somewhat rank, hence are not 
so keenly relished. Cabbages are gross 
feeders and for this reason can be planted 
in chicken yards that are allowed to go 
fallow for a season, in which, after a crop 
has been harvested, the soil will be found 
quite pure and sweet. Many poultrymen 
are quite partial to the kales, the thousand- 
headed or Jersey tree being a favorite. The 
leaves are stripped at regular intervals, 
when a new crop follows. The water con- 
tent is 90 per cent., which tends to slake 
thirst; the protein content is 2.40, and of 
considerable food value; carbohydrates, 3.8; 
mineral saltg rather low, but in valuable 
form. 
For small areas lettuce and Swiss chard 
can be commended. The latter is given the 
preference by the writer. The plant be 
longs to the beet family, but only the leaves 
are used. These are stripped at regular in- 
tervals and replaced by new growth. The 
leaves are very succulent and highly rel- 
ished by fowls that are confined. 

In the way of roots and tubers we have 
beets and mangels, carrots and turnips, and, 
in a more limited way, potatoes. Beets and 
mangels average 90 per cent. water, 1 per 
cent. protein, only a trace of fat and under 
10 per cent. carbohydrates. They may be 
sliced or pulped and mixed in the mash 
food. or cut In halves and hung up in the 
runs for the birds to peck at. . Chickens eat 
large quantities and evidently appreciate 
the flavor. Carrots and turnips may be 
used raw or cooked, pulped or mashed with 
bran or other meal. Carrots contain a val- 
uable principle which benefits poultry. Po- 
tatoes in the raw state contain about 75 per 
cent. water, 2 of protein, a trace of fat and 
20 of carbohydrates.

According to recent discoveries of re- 
search men, we have not given to the leaves 
of certain food plants the dietary values 
they are entitled to. Not only do they sup 
ply certain elements which are absent in 
the seed (grains) of plants, but essentials 
that make for health, robust growth and 
activity.

leaves and edible roots and tubers points 
the way to a wider — of these easily at- 
tainable products. at we would like to 
see elucidated and practically worked out 
is a combination of green foods in variety 
amalgamated with grains and their products 
(meals,) each to consist of 50 per cent., or 
one-half, of a balanced ration capable ef 
sustaining life, a robust health and profitable 
production. These several ingredients to be 
composed of such vegetable foods as will 
luxuriate under a California sun, and such 
grains and their products as are available 
in our markets at prices justifying their 
general uses as poultry foods,
